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Lions Hear Talk 
on Experiences of 
World Traveler 


In the first of three informal talks 


to be given before his fellow-mem- 
bers of the Lions club, Rev. Leland 
S. Brubaker at the Monday meeting 
gave an account of his visit to Af- 
rica during the world tour from 
which he returned a few weeks ago, 
also showing a number of souvenirs, 
among them being the skin, of a 
man-killing boa constrictor and sev- 
eral antiques, knives and novelties 
made by the natives. 


Showing something of how the 


people live in the district visited by 
the Brubaker party, he told of one 
trip of 105 miles into the interior, 
where all of the luggage and sup- 
plies had to be carried in by natives, 
who carried 250 pounds on their 
heads, covering an average of 35 
miles a day, and were paid at the 
rate of 65 cents per 100 miles. Such 
work, he said, is so hard on the men 
that these burden-bearers do not 
live long and yet they keep on at it 
as long as they can keep going. 


Mr. Brubaker told of another in- 


stance where it was necessary to 
cross a stream and fifty of the na- 
tives picked up the trailer contain- 
ing all the baggage of the party of 
seven and carried it across the river 
on their heads. 


Describing the domestic life of the 


people, Mr. Brubaker said that each 
man is allowed'to till as much land 
as he cares to, although none of the 
land was sold to him, and as soon as 
he ceased to till it the plot passed 
back to the tribe, to be taken by 
anyone who wanted to work it. All 
of the work is done by the women 
and each man is allowed to have as 
many wives as he wants in order to 
increase the population, which has 
been greatly reduced by the tribal 
warfare taking off so many of the 
men. 
All of the huts are built in a 


community center, which in most 
cases is surrounded by wild grass 
growing fifteen feet or more in 
height. Ever so often the natives 
set fire to this grass in order to pro- 
tect their settlement from the wild 
beasts, a never-ending menace "to 
the lives of the people. 


Mr. Brubaker's word-picture of 


his travels made one of the most in- 
teresting programs the Lions have 
enjoyed, and his forthcoming talks 
will be looked forward to with in- 
creased interest.

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Citrus Reciprocity— 


Bruce McDaniel, abb leader in the group 


known as the Mutual Orange Distributors, 
is advocating an international conference of 
citrus interests, to discuss markets and world 
prices for citrus fruits. 


For years there have been intelligent stu- 


dents from South Africa, Egypt, Palestine and 
Italy in this country, studying our cultural 
and marketing methods. Our growers and 
shippers have accorded them every courtesy 
and facility that would lead to the better- 
ment of their citrus growing in their own 
lands. They have been given opportunity to 
study in our agricultural colleges. They have 
taken back to their countries our machinery, 
our methods of pest control, our formulas of 
fertilization, our ideas of cooperative mar- 
keting. 


And, as a result, citrus acreage is increas- 


ing in foreign countries; better methods of 
growing and handling are having an effect on 
the world markets. They have the advantage 
of us in that they continue to use very cheap 
labor, and that they are nearer to the foreign 
markets. 


The citrus grower in these foreign lands 


should feel grateful to us for the very ma- 
terial assistance we have given. But for the 
present we will do well to remain pessimistic 
as to any measurable degree of foreign co- 
operation. It has never been the history of 
nations to cooperate when it meant any de- 
gree of trade sacrifice. Perhaps McDaniel has 
a definite program upon which citrus interests 
thruout the world can unite to the benefit of 
all. That would be something for which to 
strive. But if such should come to pass, it 
would be the first industry, and the first in- 
ternational reciprocity agreement that did not 
leave the Americans holding the sack. 


Football Phobia— 


Dr. Paul E. Hirtz, Covina resident on one 


of our choice hilltop sites south of the town, 
contributes an article last week to the Argus 
which aroused considerable comment. 


And, 
because the subject was somewhat 


controversial, the comments were not all fa- 
vorable. Dr. Hirtz is a man internationally 
known .among educators and artists, and his 
opinions are worthy of more than passing con- 
sideration. 


The article concerned our national football 


fetish; our unreasoning and unreasonable in- 
temperance in sports. Football, he said, at- 
tracts the greatest audiences of any outdoor 
spectacle, but actually is one of the dullest 
contests staged by the sport world. He cites 
several other sports that are faster, more 
adapted to open play, and which can be more 
greatly shared by the spectators. 


Many will agree with him, and many will 


concur that it is absurd to so greatly com- 
mercialize a college sport for the monetary 
benefit, oftentimes, of the stockholders in a 
privately-owned college or university, who 
build new campus buildings with the pro- 
ceeds, while the players are not allowed to 
share even a dollar of the profits. 


The Argus writer has ventured several 


times to point out some of these naive phases 
of American sports phobia. But we have 
never, as a people, striven for the clear 
heights of frankness reached by P. T. Bar- 
num, who said that "the American people 
love to be humbugged." 


While some of the phases mentioned con- 


cerning sports mechanization and commer- 
cialization are important, the real mistake, 
in our estimation, is in over-exciting the spirit 
to win. College teams are drilled to win by 
coaches ambitious for better personal repu- 
tations, and this means the exclusion from all 
teams of everything except the best material. 
This intercollegiate warfare has crippled in- 
tramural sports, the exercising and condition- 
ing of all students instead of just a few. It 
is creating a sentiment that if one is not over- 
supplied with brawn there is no real reason 
for attending college. 


The savage, unreasoning will to win every 


game is at one and the same time the reason 
why American sports are the best and the 
poorest in the world. Other nationalities 
seek to be able to play the game for the 
game's sake, and to look upon winning as 
incidental. 


When we see women sobbing into their 


handkerchiefs and men cursing sullenly be- 
cause the home-town team got licked, we 
realize how identical in spirit are our sports 
with war. Under such conditions it is sport 
in name only. 


A little less intensiveness, considerably less 


commercial greed, and more fun widely dis- 
tributed, will help a lot to improve our na- 
tional sports.

they will run to large sizes. The 
maturing of all varieties seems to be 
earlier than usual. There apparent- 
ly is a substantial crop of valencias, 
of fairly good quality, in Florida, 
but according to the best reports 
available, they too are taking on size 
too fast, and therefore, it is logical to 
assume that there will be an excess 
of large sizes by spring. The crop, 
as a whole, will be inferior, and a 
large percentage of all varieties will 
run heavy to second arid third grade. 


The damage reported in Florida to 


the citrus crop, due to the recent 
hurricane, is around 7 per cent on 
grapefruit and 3 per cent on or- 
anges, when the damage reported is 


j applied to the total Florida crop. 


I 
The following are excerpts of a 


j letter received by 
Mr. Trueblood 


from a friend who was in Florida at 


j the time of the recent hurricane: 


"The hurricane, which hit the keys 


south of Miami the evening of Sep- 
tember 2, has again caused Florida 
a lot of damage, and from informa- 
tion from the Miami district, the loss 
of life on the keys was nearer one 
thousand than the estimate given 
out by the papers. 


"The lime groves on the keys are 


practically out of business for three 
years. The citrus section around 
Homestead, south of Miami, has been 
practically cleaned out of citrus 
fruit, avocados and mangoes. Dam- 
age in Miami proper was slight. The 
hurricane veered across south of 


I Lake Okeechobee, thru the vege- 
table section, and the damage of the 
citrus fruit began in the Fort Myers 
section, where the estimate was but 
a third of a crop at best, and about 
half of that was blown off or dam- 
aged. The hurricane followed the 
coast thru Sarasota, Manatee, Hills- 
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he damage to citrus, especially to 
grapefruit, apparently is 60 per cent 
on the ground; oranges around 30 
:>er cent, with probably a lot to fall 
ater because of thorn pricks and 
whipping. The Ridge section thru 
Polk, Lake, Orange, and Marion, 
escaped with very small loss. It 
looks like a possible 10 per cent to 
grapefruit and not to exceed 5 per 
:ent on oranges. 


"The wind struck us here at Win- 


ter Haven the evening of the third 
and continued until about six o'clock 
on the fourth—in the evening—but 
did not blow down buildings and 
very little timber. However, there 
was plenty of rain. 


"It certainly has put the west coast 


citrus men nearly out of business in 
the Tampa, Largo, and Clearwater 
section. Looking at the groves, they 
seem almost clean of fruit. In un-
